TUB SUPKEMB COUKT SO DECIDES 


Voters Must Stamp a Cross Opposite 


Each Candidate's Name Fav- 


ored by Them. 


The state supreme court, sitting at Los 


Angeles, rendered a decision of import- 
once lastiSaturday in the matter of F. 
W. Eaton 
. William A. Brown, et al. 


Eaton had applied for a writ ot mandate 
to compel the election commissioners at 
Ban I-'raucisco to give the Citizens' 
Non-Partisan 
ticket 
a 
heading on 


the 
bsllota.

that the People's Party was not entitled 
to a heading on the ballots, and acting 
upon this opinion the election co 
sionera at San Francisco refused the 
Non-Pdrtuan ticket tho earne. privilege. 
The supreme court go further, how- 
ever, and declare that the provisions of 
the political co Je for the printing of party 
heads for the convenience of thoee desir- 
ing to vote a straight ticket are void 
and unconstitutional. Following is a 
synopsis of the decision of the court: 
"The argument of counspl was prin- 


cipally devoted to the question whether 
or not the party by which the petitioner 
was nominated haa shown that ite pro- 
ceedings bring it within the terms or en- 
title i< to the privilege conferred by the 
provisions above quoted (section 1107, 
Political Oode, referring to party head- 
ings on the ballots}, but the conclusion 
at~which we have arrived renders a de- 
cision of these questions entirely unnec- 
essary. 


"Wo are of tho opinion that ae this 


proviso ol the law is an attempt to dis- 
criminate Against (lasses ot voters, and 
ita effects, if allowed to be valid, would 
be to subject such classes to the altern- 
ative of partial disfrancbisement or to 
the CBdtiag of their votes upon more 
burdensome conditions than others no 
butter entitled under the prevalent law 
to the free and uutrammeled exercise of 
the right of Emffrage. 
"It iu a well known fact, illustrated by 


the history of the party which the peti- 
tioner represents, that there are parties 
aaviug merely existence—parties, that 
ifi to euy, which npon some locul issue 
allecting a single county or a few coun- 
ties, poll in Bucb county or counties at 
leapt 3 per cent of tlio votes cast nt a 
given election, or which can eecura the 
signatures ol 5 per cent of the voters to 
u. petition, but havo no existence elso- 
whero in the nUl«. There are other 
parties, perhaps, which fit an election 
will cast 3 per cent of nil tko votes cast 
in the entire etato, but in muny counties 
will cautj tt smaller percentage of tho 
votes. 


In tho caao Drat supposed the party 
tini; ;t per cent of the vote in a county 


at one election could at the next election 
upon any consturction of the law, nomi- 
nate by a convention a full county ticket, 
could certify it and secure u ballot head- 
ing by party designation, but such des- 
ignation would not apply to any candi- 
date for a elate or 'district oflice, such au 
presidential elector or member of Con- 
gress. 
"The result of having a party desig- 


nation atttie head of the ticket would 
be, therefore, to diKfrnncliiao the voter 
who made use of it na to nil atate and 
district ollicufl, or if he attempted to 
supplementing nlraight ticket bv stamp- 
ing his choice fur iudividiuil cuniiiilnleB 
for euch oiliutirfl he would bo disfran- 
chised altogether, for under the law his 
ballot could not be couuted, Tho ticket 
heading in such a cnfio could do the 
voters of a fiurty no possible good, but 
would simply be a hire by which tlioy 
could be, and hi many instances would 
Lo entrapped into a loss of Iheir votes. 


"In tho second case supposed, all the 


Imllutti used in the utiU'* wuuld liavu a 
party heading, but in many of the conn- 
ties the putty would have no local ticket, 
mid iu all such coimiinH the voter stamp- 
ing tho ticket would vote for state offi- 
cers only and would bo disfranchised as 
to all district and county oflicers, and 
hie vote would bo wholly lost, nuch be- 
ing the result inevitably flowing from 
the operation of this provision of the law 
if allowed to bo operated. 


"It can readily bo aeen that it would 


bo no benefit to either party to allow it 
a ticket heading unless it had ti full etate 
and locul ticket, for no voter of tho party 
could express his choice by stamping 
the party designation without partial or 
total disfranchisement. 
His supposed 


advantage would bo but a delusion and a 
Bnr.ro. 


"Even in Ban Franclflco at tho ap- 


proaching election, If, na ie ttnid to bo the 
case, the Nrm-PiirtisanB have nominated 
caudidctcQ for tho legislature, imd if, ac- 
cording to tho oflicial opinion of the tit- 
tor ney general, the uamea of such can- 


dldatea aro to be printed on the woe 
or state ticket, along with the names ol 
candidates lor congreea and presidential 
electors, It will be just an much the duty 
of tho defendants to put the party deelx* 
nation on tbe general an well as ou the 
local ticket, and the iiecensary result 
would be that every supporter of the 
party who should be thus misled Into 
voting a straight ticket, would lose his 
vote for member of congress and for 
Presidential electors. 
I imagine the 


supporters of 
the 
movement would 


scarcely desire tho privilege of u party 
heautOK at such a price. 


"Upon these grounds we hold that 


this provision destroys the just, equal 
and uniform operation which iu an elec- 
tion IRW, of all othora, is demanded, no 
lesa by the express terms of our funda- 
mental law than by the nonius and epirit 
of our institutions. It ts. therefore, 
void snd inoperative. 


"There should be no party deslgna 


tlona printed at the head of tho tickets, 
because there can be no voting by stamp- 
ing such designation. 


"Voters can only express their choice 


by placing a stamp opposite the nuine of 
their candidate for such office or their 
answer to each question or proposition 
or proposed amendment to the constitu- 
tion, except only in case of presidential 
electors, who may under the law be 
voted for in groups by a single imprea- 
eion of the stamp. 


"Since this IB the only mode by which 


a voter can express bis choice, tbo print- 
ing of a party designation at tho head of 
the ticket could do no good, but only 
barm by misleading eome voters and 
causing them to lose their votes. 
The 


oflicers charged with the preparation of 
the official ballots should, therefore, be 
careful to omit the printing of scch 
beadines, and the voters should be 
thoroughly instructed to express their 
choice in the manner herein indicated. 


"It will be understood, of course, that 


we do not hold the new law unconstitu- 
tional except as to the single provision 
under discussion. In other respects, so 
far as we are at present advised, it may 
be fully carried out. 


"The writ of mandate is denied." 
The opinion is concurred in byeveiy 


member of the 
supremo court, and 


Judges Garroutte and De Haven append- 
ed a brief concurring opinion. 


The opinion seems to meet with ap- 


jroval here, BO far as could be learned 
rom limited inquiry. While the elimi- 
nation of the party headings will give 
the voter more work, he having to mark 
with a cross the name o£ every candi- 
date he wishes to vote for, it will result 
" i a complete expression uf the popular

will also result in greatly reducing the 
number of irroKUlarly voted ballots.
